Railroad extension, in the 


opinion of these experienced financiers, 
has not been overdone, and they antici- 
pate farther development in that direc- 
tion. Immigration and industrial oper- 
ations have followed the track of the 
railroads wherever opened, and created 
business for them. 
Capital is accumu- 


lating so fast that the speculative opera- 
tions of Wall street now have very 
little influence upon the stability of the 
banks, which have profited by the ex- 
perience of 1873, and are prepared for a 
rainy day.

News' Washington special of Jannor 
31st says: A number of alarmists at th 
capital have been busy during the las 
twenty-four hours circulating variou 
rumors about the possible failure of sev 
eral national banks in the event of tb 
House failing to pass the Whisky Boa 
Bali«f.biU. '16 has .been sajA that th 
banks have advanced $50(000,000 o 
whisky in bond, and in the event 
whisky being forced upon the market a 
the present time a panic must follow 
The correspondent of the News visite 
the Treasury Department to-day for th 
purpose of ascertaining what basis ther 
was for these sensational stories. Con 
troller Knox said he did not believe tha 
the national banks had advanced an 
such sum. Half of it would bo neare 
the figure. It should be further take 
into consideration, he said, that th 
money advanced was upon whisky oov 
ering a pnriod from now until 188E 
Upon the 6th of the month of Febrnar; 
•nearly 1,000,000 gallons of whisky wiJ 
have to be taken out of bond, and afte 
that there will be an average removal o 
about 2,000,000 gallons a month unt 
Novembei 6, 1885, is reached. 
As thi 


whisky IB bond is of a very fine grade 
worth upon an ordinary market in th 
neighborhood of $3 a gallon, the amoun 
that will be forced out on the marke 
will be in excess over the ordinary de 
maud about one-tenth only. The differ 
ence in this case is that the whiaky no 
brought out represents a fine,grade 
It would take six years ordinarily 
consume the amount of whisky of thi 
grade that will be forced out during tw 
years. It is expected that there will b 
a loss of about $1 a gallon under 
forced sale.

He paid the money to th 
Registrar, 'W. H. Crane, who neve 
made an accounting for it to the GOT 
eminent, and who received it in direc 
violation of the law which forbids hi 
receiving money for the sale of Govern 
meet lands.

Receiver Miller, for $181, bat no entr 
was made of it, as found out later, when 
a man named Brewen jumped my claim
